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THE COMING TOWN MEETING 

Our Finance Committee, this year, has done 
an excellent job on its recommendations to the 
Town, for the annual Town Meeting. The meeting, 
as everyone knows, starts at 1:30 pm Saturday 
in the High School masium, and with luck we 
should be able to finish handily on the same 
day. 

We recommend a study of the foreword by the 
Finance Committee. It is clear, concise, and 
to the point, and very well written. 

The Finance Committee believes we can go out 
of the meeting with a $67 tax rate. Since their 
report was printed we have learned that the 
Available Funds is increased by over $30,000, 
so we should be able to walk out with a $66 tax 
rate. 

Our first point of disagreement with the 
Finance Committee et als comes in Article 5, 
"expenses of the town". This is always an arti- 
cle for a lot of discussion, and takes time. 

The Fire Department, we believe, will ask 
for an additional three permanent men, and we 
think they have a good point. The cost, at the 
present salary rate, will be about $13,770 a 
year. 

In the past seven years five new additional 
Pieces of equipment have been added to the Fire 
Department, such things as the Ladder Truck, 
the Rescue Wagon and the Ambulance, without any 
increase in personnel. As things now stand, if 
the ambulance and the rescue wagon are sent out 
on a call, which often happens, there is only 
one man left in the station. 

When the Fire Department says they should 
have one additional man for each shift they are 
argui a d case. We'll buy it. 

Particle 13, it will be explained, should 
have said "School Grounds Maintainance". The 
idea of buying a truck is so that power lawn 
mowers, etc can be moved from school to sthool. 
It is cheaper than buying equipment for each of 
the schools.° 

But we cannot see Article 17. The Town Ma- 

nager wants to spend $5400 to buy a sidewalk 
snow plow. It's a nice idea, but let's build 
some sidewalks first. 
The $2000 which the Finance Committee re- 
commends under Article 19 for street signs will 
buy part of the signs needed, but we understand 
that the Planning Board will go along, and ask 
for the rest of the money next year. 

The $2000 in unpaid bills, this year, is all 
for charity cases for which the town did not 

t billed in time to pay them legally in 1959. 
fais of course, is under Article 22. 

Article 24 is one in which the Permanent 
Building Committee wants money to prepare plans 
for a new Intermediate School. They might pos- 
sibly ask for $10,000, which would still be 
reasonable.

Without the sewer we will be behind the eight 
ball, in efforts to get decent industries, and 
our taxes will go up still more. 

But this article has nothing directly to do 
with costs. This is for the local, i.e. Wil- 
mington, operation of the sewers - how we are 
going to do it, who is going to be in charge, 
ete etc. As this was passed in the state legis- 
lature, the TM can either have the Water Com- 
missioners act as Sewerage Commissioners, or 
else appoint a Board of Sewerage Commissioners. 


Articles 28 through 31 should be adopted 
without discussion, as far as we are concerned. 
We voted it once, and we should confirm our 
vote. 

Article 37 is a different thing. We should 
not spend $10,000 for the proposed work on 
Middlesex Avenue. Instead let's give the Sel- 
ectmen a vote of confidence, tell them to take 
up the problem with Washington, and if maybe 
instruct them to have a sign erected with lumi- 
nous paint saying "Dangerous Curve - Slow Down 
and Keep to the Right". There are plenty of 
signs there, but not one word is said about a 
curve — which is the thing that causes the ac- 
cidents. 

Article 41, we predict, will have very lit- 
tle discussion this year. It was amended to 
death last year, and the Attorney General re- 
fused t& approve.

] residential, and the omers can't sell it for 
either use. Perhaps it will end up as being all 
residential — we don't know. 

Article 46 seeks to have small dry cleaning 
Plants permissable in a General Business dis- 
trict. Amendments will be offered to restrict 
these places to the first story, and to non- 
inflammable-materials, which should meet the 
town's approval. 

Article 47 is the case where John Elia and 
his friends don't see eye to eye. John wants a 
business zone. Colonial Style, worth $200,000 
8 NEeD Street. His neighbors, or some of them, 
lont. 

Article 48 is a simple one, and should have 
no argument. The idea is to zone an already 
existing market on Burlington Avenue, near the 
Burlington line, into a Neighborhood Business 
Zone. 

Articles 49 through 52 seek to take the 
present "booby traps" out of our By Law, so we 
can hold a legal Town Meeting once in a while. 

Article 53 is for a Health Laboratory for 
the Board of Health. It will pay for itself in 
three years, and is to be located in "Pump" 
Smith's barn, on Woburn Street. Mr. Smith will 
get $1 a year rent, which we hope he will in- 
elude in his income tax report. 

Article 54 is to provide a memorial 
late Dr. Dudley Buck. No argument. 

Article 55, we suspect, will provide an ar- 
gument. Mr. McLean, the proponent, tells us 
that there is no chance of having this sum grow 
as the years pass on - at least as things now 
stand. The Finance Committee has disapproved, 
but at least listen to the arguments. 

Article 56 is our own. It may be possible to 
provide an all-weather skating rink, for this 
skating mad town, under the provisions of the 
General Laws, Chapter 40. We are going to ask 
that only one member of the comittee be a mem- 
ber of the Skating Club, the other four betng 
persons chosen by the Town Manager. The idea is 
to see if it can be done - and we aren't asking 
for any money. 

Finally, a word on how to use your Jim Dandy 
Peneil and Paper Pads to figure out the taxrate 
without any trouble at all. 

Every $25,000 you vote in the Town Meeting 
will increase the tax rate $1. 

DON'T KICK THE GIFT HORSE IN THE TEETH 

The village pundit and the village fool may 
both feel an urge, in the Saturday Town Meeting 
to expound on the subject of Urban Renewal, and 
the chances are that the village fool will get 
the most applause, town meetings being what 
they are. 

We just hope that not too mich time is spent 
on Article 29. The issue is simple enough 
namely do we ratify a vote taken three years 
ago. 

In good conscience we must ratify it, and 
then we can sit back to watch the chips fly, if 
there are to be any. 

In other words our voters will be wise not 
to kill Urban Renewal. If it is to be killed, 
let the Housing Anthority and the Board of Sel- 
ectmen be the executioners.

‘AS a Housing Authority we 
are not getting a fair shake. 


Kidder: Did you solicit the 
money? 
Smith: We asked him if he 


thought it could be done. 

Kidder: This is part of the 
money that the Selectmen 
did not feel should be used. 
The Town Counsel] agreed, the 
Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, the Torn Manager and 
the Planning Board and yet 
they ( i,e. the WHA) went 
ahead. 

Smith: We were unable to come 
up with the figures that you 
wanted because we have to fol- 
low the Wederal pattern, Urban 
Renewal is not started to 
build a shopping center, but 
to correct a problem. 

‘The Planning Board consul t- 
ant was the one who said there 
was a problem in Wilmington, 
and the answer to that problem 
was Urban Renewal.

No Closed Meetings 

A few minutes later the dis- 
cussion involved the exchange 
of information again during 
which Smith declared that the 
Housing Authority never held 
closed meetings, and that the 
‘records were open to anyone’.
